Terms — Cash  with  order.  We  ship  C.  O.  D.  if  25%  of  the 
total  amount  of  your  order  is  sent  in  advance.  By  selling  for 
cash,  we  are  able  to  make  extremely  low  prices  which  are  shown 
in  this  book. 

How  to  Remit — Preferably  by  check,  post  office  money 
order,  express  money  order,  draft,  or  registered  letter. 

Rates — Five  or  more  at  ten  rate,  fifty  or  more  at  hundred 
rate,  four  hundred  or  more  at  thousand  rate. 

Pareel  Post  is  often  cheaper  and  more  convenient  than 
express  for  small  packages.  \^ere  extra  charges  for  postage 
are  shown  in  this  book,  we  prepay  up  to  the  fourth  parcel  post 
zone.

Hardy  Shrubs 

ORNAMENTAL  shrubs  are  without  doubt 
the  most  useful  and  easiest  to  grow  of  all 
landscaping  materials.  They  are  the 
foundation  of  all  planting  and  landscaping 
schemes.  Without  shrubbery,  a  house,  no 
matter  how  expensively  built,  seems  stark 
and  bare  like  a  factory  building.  When  taste¬ 
fully  planted,  it  becomes  cozy,  warm  and  invit¬ 
ing,  as  if  it  grew  out  of  the  soil  on  which  it 
stands.  The  humblest  cottage  is  glorified  and 
the  largest  mansion  is  made  home-like. 

Nowadays  proper  planting  and  landscaping 
around  the  exterior  is  considered  as  important 
as  suitable  furnishings  and  decorations  in  the 
interior  of  our  houses,  and  incidentally  adds 
hundreds  of  dollars  to  the  value  of  property. 

There  are  shrubs  of  all  sizes  and  type  for  any 
purpose.  The  descriptions  given  in  this  book 
are  carefully  prepared,  so  that  you  will  know 
how  your  shrubs  are  going  to  look,  what  height 
they  will  grow  to  and  where  they  will  fit  best  in 
your  planting  scheme.

Althea  (Rose-of-Sharon) — Altheas  are  fine, 
free-growing,  erect  shrubs,  which  are  easy  to 
cultivate.  They  bloom  in  August  and  Septem¬ 
ber,  when  scarcely  any  other  tree  or  shrub  is  in 
blossom.  They  attain  a  height  of  10  to  12  feet; 
often  used  as  tall-growing  hedges.  We  have 
the  following  varieties:

LONICERA 

The  upright  bush  Honeysuckles  are 
among  the  first  shrubs  to  leaf  out  in  the 
spring.  They  are  all  tall  growing  and 
have  dense  handsome  foliage.  Splendid  for  tall 
growing  backgrounds.  They  are  especially 
valuable  because  they  will  thrive  in  partial 
shade.  The  flowers,  which  are  borne  in  the 
spring,  are  followed  by  showy  berries  which 
last  through  the  fall.

Flowering  Shrubs,  which  are  found  in  the 
first  section  of  this  book  are  very  useful  and 
economical  for  foundation  planting,  to  break 
that  harsh  cold  line  between  the  house  and  the 
ground  and  make  it  look  as  if  it  belonged  in  the 
place  where  it  has  been  built.  The  shrubs  for  a 
foundation  planting  should  be  grouped  largely 
at  entrances  and  at  corners.  The  main  principle 
of  setting  the  taller  growing  kinds  toward  the 
rear  and  lower  growing  kinds  in  front  should  be 
kept  in  mind  in  selecting  varieties.

your  choice  of  suitable  varieties  for  various 
places.

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How  to  Plant  Trees 


Success  with  trees  of  all  kinds,  either 
ornamental  or  fruit,  depends  very  largely 
upon  the  care  taken  in  planting  them. 
Plant  Promptly — If  trees  or  plants  cannot 
be  planted  immediately  upon  arrival,  it  is  best 
to  remove  them  from  the  box  or  bale  in  which 
they  are  shipped  and  heel  them  into  the  ground. 
By  this,  we  mean  dig  a  shallow  trench  and 
throw  earth  over  the  roots  to  keep  them  in 
good  condition  until  they  can  be  planted 
permanently. 


---A 


Pruning — When  trees  are  dug  in  the  nur¬ 
sery,  some  of  the  roots  of  course,  are  lost.  It  is, 
therefore,  necessary  to  trim  the  tops  to  com¬ 
pensate  for  the  loss  of  the  roots.  Ordinarily  it  is 
best  to  remove  about 
one-third  of  the  top 
growth.  The  diagram 
at  the  left  gives  you 
some  idea  as  to  the 
proper  method  of 
pruning  most  kinds 
of  fruit  trees.  The 
cross  line  marked 
“A”  indicates 
where  thebranch- 
es  should  be  cut. 
Lower  branches 
are  generally  re¬ 
moved  entirely, 
leaving  only  a 
few  of  the  best 
branches  to  make 
a  good  well- 
formed  head. 
Shade  trees  usu¬ 
ally  do  not  re¬ 
quire  as  much 
pruning  as  fruit 
trees.  Peach 
trees  should  be 
pruned  more 
severely  than 
any  other  kind. 

Plant  Care¬ 
fully — Dig  holes 
large  enough  to 
admit  all  of  the 
roots  spread  out 
naturally  with¬ 
out  bending  or 
crowding.  Cut  off 
with  a  sharp 
knife  or  pruning 
shears  any 
bruised  or  brok¬ 
en  ends  of  roots.  Pack  fine  soil  around  the  roots 
without  any  fertilizer  or  manure,  which  is 
likely  to  burn.  Manure  or  fertilizer  should  be 
applied  on  the  surface  of  the  ground  after  the 
tree  has  been  planted.  A  good  way  to  settle 
the  earth  around  the  roots  is  to  pour  in  a 
pailful  of  water  when  the  hole  is  partly  full 
and  then  fill  up  to  the  top  with  dry  soil. 


Mulching — The  purpose  of  a  mulch  in  the 
summer  is  to  hold  the  moisture  and  prevent  the 
top  soil  from  baking  and  cracking.  In  the  winter 
a  mulch  is  valuable  to  keep  the  ground  from 
alternately  freezing  and  thawing. 

Granulated  Peat  Moss  is  the  best  form  of 
mulch.  It  is  described  on  page  59  of  this  book. 
This  material  is  not  only  an  excellent  mulch 
but  it  also  puts  the  soil  in  excellent  physical 
condition.  Use  liberally  either  worked  into  the 
ground  or  applied  on  the  top  to  a  depth  of  two 
or,three  inches  around  your  trees.  $4.00  per  bale.

Helpful  Hints 

Especially  for  the  Inexperienced 

TO  have  the  greatest  satisfaction  and  suc¬ 
cess  from  the  splendid,  strong,  well-rooted 
plants,  shrubs  and  trees  which  are  shown 
in  this  book,  it  is  necessary  only  to  understand 
and  conform  with  the  simple  laws  of  nature 
governing  growing  things.  We  give  below  a 
few  of  the  main  general  principles  which  apply 
to  practically  all  kinds  of  nursery  stock. 

Drainage  is  very  important.  Nearly  all 
kinds  of  plants,  shrubs  and  trees  need  plenty 
of  moisture,  but  no  kind  of  vegetation  should 
have  water  standing  around  it  on  the  surface 
of  the  ground. 

Preparation  of  Soil — Spade  soil  deeply 
making  it  well  mellowed.  Heavy  clay  soil 
which  packs  solidly  needs  humus  such  as  Granu¬ 
lated  Peat  Moss  which  can  be  worked  into  the 
soil  to  make  it  more  friable  and  easy  to  break 
up.  Light  sandy  soil  should  also  have  Granu¬ 
lated  Peat  Moss  mixed  liberally  with  it  to 
make  it  more  retentive  of  moisture.  Granulated 
Peat  Moss  is  described  on  Page  59.  This 
material  can  be  used  in  any  quantity  with 
perfect  safety. 

Plant  Carefully — Dig  holes  large  enough 
to  allow  all  of  the  roots  of  your  plants  or  trees 
to  spread  out  naturally  without  bending.  Do 
not  use  any  fertilizer  or  manure  so  that  it 
comes  in  contact  with  the  roots.  Pack  fine  soil 
around  the  roots,  settling  it  with  water  poured 
in  the  hole  when  it  is  partly  full.  Then  fill  up 
to  the  top  with  dry  soil.  All  kinds  of  trees 
should  be  set  about  2  or  3  inches  lower  than 
they  were  in  the  nursery  row.  The  same  rule 
applies  to  shrubs.  Roses  should  be  set  so  that 
the  crown  or  place  where  the  rose  was  budded 
is  about  2  inches  below  the  surface  of  the  ground. 

Fertilizers — Although,  as  we  have  said, 
fertilizer  or  manure  should  not  be  applied  so 
that  it  comes  in  contact  with  the  roots  at 
planting  time,  nearly  all  soil  should  be  enriched 
with  a  suitable  plant  food,  like  those  described 
on  Page  59,  applying  it  on  the  surface  of  the 
ground  around  the  plants  after  they  have  been 
planted.  Rain  will  soon  wash  the  fertilizer 
down  to  the  roots  of  the  plants  to  feed  them 
when  they  become  established. 

Pruning — It  is  necessary  to  reduce  the 
tops  of  shrubs  and  trees  at  time  of  planting  if 
best  results  are  to  be  obtained.  There  are  two 
methods  of  pruning  shrubs,  viz.,  thinning  out 
the  growth  and  cutting  back  the  tops.  Which 
method  should  be  used  depends  upon  the  kind 
of  the  shrub.  Usually  it  is  necessary  to  remove 
about  one-third  to  one-half  of  the  top  growth. 

Pruning  Trees — The  same  general  principle 
should  be  observed.  Remove  all  but  the  main 
branches  which  will  make  a  good  symmetrical 
head.
